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PREFACE. 



Fate is a peculiar word. Some people believe im- 
plicitly in fate, others believe in nothing of the kind, 
bat that all our doings and actions are ruled by Pro 
vidence. I do not agree with either — my opinion 
being that we can shape our own course, and that we 
are never tempted beyond what we are able to bear. 
Astrology teaches the same thing, for where there is 
evil there is sure to be some good, which creates, as it 
were, a loophole for us to escape from the evil. 

Although this is called a '* Book of Fate,'* it is 
nothing of the kind — it is really a compilation of 
different modes of Divination, whereby one may 
know the future. 

In the human soul are seeds of omniscience^ that is, 
the power of knowing or perceiving everything, and 
thus when the mind is truly anxious about anything, 
the soul gets stirred, and energizes and directs the 
mind to the truth. If man could subdue the mind 
and the passion, he would hear the voice of his own 
soul, and this voice would never deceive him, or lead 
him astray. The mind should be kept absolutely 
passive. The very thoughts render it impossible for 
the soul to make itsdlf heard. Therefore, when thou 
consultest any of the. following pages, let it not be 
upon any trivial or superficial occasion, but only such 
■as thy mind is truly anxious about ; and during the 
operation let thy mind be intent upon the subject, and 
smcerely anxious to know the truth, for in this case 
the soul will dispose the action of the mind, and guide 
it to the proper and correct solution of the doubts.

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FORTXJNE-TELLINQ BY CARDa 



In Fortune-Tellioe by Cards, as ia all games in which 
they are employed, the Ace ranks highest in value. 
Then comes the King, followed by the Queen, Knave, 
Ten, Nine, Eight, and Seven, these being generally 
the only cards nsed. 

The order, and comparative value of the different 
suits, is as follows : — First on the list stand '* Clubs,' 
as they mostly portend happiness, and— no matter how 
numerous, or now accompanied — are rarely or never 
of bad augury. Next come ''Hearts," which usually 
signify joy, liberality, or good temper ; ** Diamonds,** 
on the contrary, denotes delay, quarrels, and annoy- 
ance; and ''Spades" — the worst suit of all — ^grief, 
sickness, and loss of money. 

We are of course speaking generally, as, in many 
cases, the position of cards entirely changes their sig- 
nification, their individual and relative meaning being 
often widely different. Thus, for example, the King 
' of Hearts, the Nine of Hearts, and the Nine of Clubs, 
respectively, signify a liberal man, joy, and success in 
love ; but change their position, by placing the King 
between the two Nines, and thou wouldst read that a 
man, then rich and happy, would be ere long consigned 
to a prison ! 

SIGNIFICATION OF THE CARDS. 
The individual meaning attached to the thirty-two 
ards employed is as follows : — 

THE EIGHT CLUBS. 

Ace fif Olvba, — Signifies money, joy, or good news ; 
I; reversed, the joy will be of brief duration. 
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King of Clvhs, — ^A frank, liberal man, fond of serr- 
ing his friends; if reversed, he will meet with a 
disappointment. 

Queen of Clubs. — ^A clever and enterprising young 
man ; reversed, a heartless flirt and flatterer. 

Ten of Clubs. — Fortune, success, or grandeur ; re- 
versed, want of suQcess in some small matter. 

Nine of Cluds. — Unexpected gain, or a legacy ; re- 
versed, some trifling present. 

Eight of Clubs — ^A dark person's affections, which, 
if returned, will be the cause of great prosperity ; 
reversed, those of a fool, and attendant unhappiness, 
if reciprocated. 

Seven of Clubs, — ^A small sum of money, or uner- 
pectedly recovered debt; reversed, a yet smaller 
amount. 

THE EIGHT HEARTS. 

Ace of Hearts, — ^A love letter, or some pleasant 
news ; reversed, a friend's visit. 

King of Heart8,^A fair, liberal man ; reversed, will 
meet with disappointment. 

Queen of Hearts. — ^A mild, amiable woman ; reversed, 
has been crossed in love. 

Knave of Hearts. — A gay, young bachelor, who 
dreams only of pleasure ; reversed, a discontented 
military man. 

Ten of //«arte.— Happiness, triumph ; if reversed, 
some slight anxiety. 

Nine of Hearts. — Joy, satisfaction, success; re- 
versed, a passing chagrin. 

Eight of Hearts. — ^A fair person's affections; re- 
versed indifference on his or her part. 

Seven of Hearts. — Pleasant thoughts, tranquilly ; 
reversed, ennui, weariness. 

THE BIGHT DIAMONDS. 
Ace of Diamonds. — ^A letter, soon to be received ; 
«nd, if the cards be reversed, containing bad news. 
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King of Diamonds, — A fair man, genially in the 
army, but both canning and dangerous ; if reversed, a 
threatened danger, caused by machinations on his 
part. 

Qtieen of Diamonds. — ^An ill-bred, scajidal-loYiug 
woman ; il reversed, she is to be greatly feared. 

Knave of Diamonds. — A tale-bearing servant^ or un- 
faithful friend ; if reversed, will m the caiue ol 
mischief. 

Ten of Diamonds. — Journey, or change of reeidence ; 
if reversed, it will not prove fortunate. 

Nine of Diamonds. — Annoyance, delay ; if reversed, 
either a family or a love quarrel. ' 

Eight of Diamonds. — Love-making; if revereed, un- 
successfuL 

Seven of Diamonds. — Satire, mockery; reversed, a 
foolish soandaL 

N.B. — In order to know whether the Ace, Ten, Nme^ 
Eight, and Seven of Diamonds are reversed, it U 
better to make a small pencil-mark on each, to khow 
which is the top of the card. 

THE EIGHT SPADES. 

Aee of Spades. — Pleasure; reversed, gtiel^ bad 
news. 

King of Spades. — The envious man, an enemy, or a 
dishonest lawyer, who is to be feared ; revm'aed, im- 
potent malice. 

Queen of Spades. — A widow ; reversed, a dajigerooji 
and malicious woman. 

Knave of Spades. — A dark, ill-bred young man ; re- 
versed, he is plotting some mischief. 

Ten of iSpoc^.— Tears, a prison ; reversed, brief 
affliction. 

Nine of Spades. — Tidings of a death ; if reversed, it 
will be some near relative. 

Eiffht of Spades, — Approaching illness ; reversed, a 
marriage broken ofif, or offer refused. 
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Seven of Spades. — Slight annoyances ; reversed, a 
foolish intrigue. 

The Court cards of Hearts and Diamonds usually 
represent persons of fair oomplezion ; Clubs and Spades 
the opposite. 

SlONinOATIOK OF DiFFEBENT CaRDS OF THE SAME 

Denomination. 

Four Aces coming together, or following each other, 
announce danger, failure in business, and sometimes 
imprisonment. If one or more of them be reversed, 
the danger vHXL be lessened, but that is all. 

Three Aces coming in the same manner — Good 
tidings ; if reversed, k>11v. 

Two Aces, — ^A plot ; if reversed, will not succeed. 

Four Kings, — Rewards, dignities, honour ; reversed, 
they will be less, but sooner received. 

Three Kings, — ^A consultation on imi)ortant business, 
the result of which will be highly satisfactory ; if re- 
versed, success will be doubtful. 

Two Kings, — ^A partnership in business ; if reversed, 
a dissolution of the same. Sometimes this only de- 
notes friendly projects. « 

Four Queens, — Company, society; one or more re- 
versed denotes that the entertainment will not go off 
well. 

Three QueefM.^Friendly calls ; reversed, chattering 
and scandal, or deceit. 

Two Queens,'-A meeting between friends ; reversed, 
poverty, troubles, in which one will involve the other. 

Four Knaves. — A noisy party — ^mostly young people ; 
reversed a drinking bout. 

Three Knaves, — False friends ; reversed, a quarrel 
with some low person. 

Two Knaves. — Evil intentions ; reversed, danger. 

Four Tens, — Great success in projected enterprise ; 
reversed, the success will not be so brilliant, but still 
't will be sure. 
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Three Tens* — ^Improper conduct ; reversed, failure. 

Two Tens, — Ohftnge of trade or profession ; reversed, 
denotes that the prospect is only a distant one. 

Four Nines, — A great surprise ; reversed, a public 
dinner. 

Three Nines. — Joy, fortune, health ; reversed, wealth 
lost by imprudence. 

Two Nmes.^—A little gain ; reversed, trifling losses 
at cards. 

Four EkflUs, — ^A short journey ; reversed, th «>etam 
of a friend or relative. 

Three Eights, — ^Thoughts of marriage; reversed, 
folly, flirtauon. 

Two Eights, — ^A brief love-dream; reversed, small 
pleasures and trifling pains. 

Four Sevens, — ^Intngues among servants or low 
people, threats, snares, and disputes ; reversed, that 
their malice will be impotent to harm, and that the 
punishment will fall on themselves. 

Three Sevens, — Sickness, premature old age; re- 
versed, slight and brief indisposition. 

Two /S«ww.— Levity ; reversed, regret. 

Any picture-card between two others of isqual value 
— as two tens, two Aces, etc. — denotes that the person 
represented by that card runs the risk of a prison. 

It requires no great efforts to commit these significa- 
tions to memory, but it must be remembered that they 
are but what the alphabet is to the printed book ; a 
little attention and practice, however, will soon enable 
the learner to form these mystic letters into words, 
and words into phrases ; in other language, to assemble 
these cards together, and read the events, past and to 
oome, their pictured faces portend to reveal. 

There are several ways of doing this ; but we will 
give them all, one after another, so as to afford our 
readers an tanple choice of methods of prying into 
futurity. 
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No. I.— DEALING THE CARDS BY THREES. 

Take the pack of thirty-two selected cards — viz., 
the Ace, King, Qaeen, Knave, Ten, Nine, Eighty and 
Seven, of each suit, having before fixed upon the one 
thou intendest to represent thyself, snppoamg alwikys 
thou art making the essay on thine own behalf. li uot, 
it must represent the person for whom thou art acting. 
In doing this, it is necessary to remember that the cara 
chosen should be according to the complexion of the 
chooser, King or Queen of Diamonds for a very fair 
person, ditto of Hearts for one rather darker, Cluba 
for one darker still, and Spades only for one very dork 
indeed. The card chosen also loses its signiti cation^ 
and simply becomes the representative of a dark or 
fair man or woman, as the case may be. 

This point bavins been settled, shuffle the cards, ajid 
either cut them or have them cut for thee (iiccqrding to 
whether thou art acting for thyself or another per^n), 
taking care to use the le/l hand. That doue^ turn 
them up by threeSy and every time thou findeet in theae 
triplets tivo of the same suit, such as two Hearts, two 
Clubs, etc., withdraw the highest card and place it on 
the table before thee. If the triplet shouM chance to 
be all of the same suit, the highest card h staU to be 
the only one withdrawn ; but should it consist of three 
of the same value but different suitSy such as three Kiuge^ 
etc., they are to be all appropriated. Wc will sup- 
pose that, after having turned up the cards three by 
three, thou hast been able to withdraw &ix, leaving 
twenty-six, which thou must shuffle and cmt, and again 
turn up by threes, acting precisely as thou diJj^t before, 
until thou hast obtained either ihirteeny fifteen, or stvm- 
teen cards. Recollect that the number must always bo 
uneven, and that the card representing the ji&reon for 
whom the essay is made must make one of it. Even 
if the requisite thirteen, fifteen, or seven tec o have 
been obtained, and this one has not made its appear- 
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ance, the operation mast be recommenced. Let na 
suppose the person whose fortune is being read to be a 
lady, represented by the Qneen of Hearts, atid that 
fifteen cards have been obtained and laid cut-in the 
form of a half circle — in the order they were drawn, 
viz., the Seven of Clnbs, the Ten of Diamondai, the 
Nine of Diamonds, the Ten of Hearts, the Qn&en of 
Spades, the Eight of Hearts, the Knave ci DiamoDils, 
the Qneen of Hearts, the Nine of Clubs, the Seven of 
Spades, the Ace of Clubs, the Eight of Spades. Having 
considered thy cards, thou wilt find among them two 
Queens, two Knaves, two tens, three scvghb, two 
eights, and two nines; thou art, therefore, able to 
announce : — 

''The two Queens before me signify the reunion of 
friends ; the two Knaves, that there is mischief being 
made between them. These two tens denote a chaoge 
of profession, which, from one of them being between 
two sevens, I see will not be effected without i?ome 
difficulty, the cause of which, according to these three 
sevens, will be illness. However, these two ninea pro- 
mise some small gain, resulting — so say tUeae two 
eights — ^from a love afiidr.'* 

Thou must now begin to oount seven cards from right 
to le/tf beginning with the Queen of Hearts, who re- 
presents the lady thou art acting for. The seventh 
beinff the King of Diamonds, thou mayest say : — 

" Thou often thinkest of a fair man in uniform/' 

The next seventh card (counting the King of Dia- 
monds as one J proves to be the Ace of Clubs, thon 
must add : — 

"Thou wilt receive from him some very joyful 
tidings ; he, besides, intends makins thee a presentn '' 

Count the Ace of Clubs as " one,' and proceeding to 
the next seventh card, the Queen of Sps^e^^ thoa re- 
sumest : — 

'*A widow is endeavouring to injure thee on this 
very account ; and " (the seventh card, counting the 
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Queen as one, being the Ten of Diamonds) <*the 
annoyance she gives thee will oblige thee either to take 
a jonmev or change thy residence ; but " (this Ten of 
Diamonds being imprisoned between two sevens) "thy 
journey or removal will meet with some obstacle." 

On proceeding to count as before, calling ^e Ten of 
Diamonds one, thou wilt find the seventh card prove to 
be the Queen of Hearts herself, the person for whom 
thou art acting, and may therefore safely conclude by 
saying : — 

"But this thou wilt overoom* of thyself, without 
needing any one's aid or assistance." 

Now take the two cards at either extremity of the 
half-circle, which are, respectively, the Eight of 
Spades and the Seven of Clubs, unite them and con- 
tinue : — 

"A sickness, which will lead to thy receiving a 
small sum of money." 

Repeat the same manoeuvre, which brings together 
the Ace of Clubs and the Ten of Diamonds : — 

" Good news, which will make thee decide on taking 
a journey, destined to prove a very happy one, and 
which will occasion thee to receive a sum of money." 

The next cards united, being the Seven of Spades 
and the Seven of Hearts, thou sayest : — 

"Tranquility and peace of mind, followed by slight 
anxiety, quickly succeeded by love and happiness.'^ 

Then come the Nine of Clubs and the Knave of 
Clubs, foretelling :— 

"Thou wilt certainly receive money, through the 
exertions of a clever, dark young man — Queen of 
Hearts and King of Diamonds — which comes from the 
fair man in unuorm; this rencontre announces some 
great happiness in store for thee, and complete fulfil- 
ment of thy wishes. EInave of Diamonds and Nine 
of Diamonds— Although this hap^nr result will be de- 
layed for a time, through some fair young man, not 

ned for his delicacy. Eight of Hearts and Ten of 
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Hearts — ^love, joy, and trinmph. The Queen of Spades, 
who remains alone, is the widow who is eodeavountig 
to injure thee, and who finds herself abandoned by all 
her mends 1*' 

Now gatiier up the cards thon hast been using, 
sha£9e and out them with the left band, and proceed 
to make them into three packs by dealing one to the 
left, and one in the middle, and one to the right ; a 
fourth is laid aside to form "a aurpria«." Then 
continue to deal the cards to each of tbs thr^ paq)^ 
in turn, until their number is exhausted, when it will 
be found that the left hand and middle p&ck coDtain 
each five cards, whilst the one on the right hand oon 
slats of only four. 

Now ask the person consulting thee to select one 
of the three packs. We will suppose this to ba the 
middle one, and that the cards comprising it are the 
Knave of Diamonds, the King of BiamondJSr the Seven 
of Spades, the Queen of Slides, and the Seven of 
Clubs, lliese, by recolleotmg our prevloui^ instruc- 
tions regarding the individual and relative aignlS cation 
of the (»rds, are easily interpreted as follows ; — 

'* The Knave of Clubs — a fair young man^ possessed 
of no delicacy of feeling, who seeks to injure— the 
Kinff of Diamonds — a fair man, in nnifonn — Seven of 
Spades — and will succeed in causing him Bonie aQ- 
noyance — the Queen of Spades — at the ioatigatlon of a 
spiteful woman — Seven of Clubs — but^ by moans of a 
small sum of money, mAtters will be fi Dally and e^ily 
arranged.*' 

Next take up the left hand pack, which is *' for the 
house*' — ^the former one ha vine been for the lady her- 
scdf . Supposinff it to consist of the Queen of Hearts, 
the Knave of Cmbs, the Eight of He.'irt^, the Nine of 
Diamonds, and the Aoe of Gubs, they would read 
thus: — 

*' Queen of Hearts — ^the lady who^e fortuna ia belnj 
told is, oraoon will be, in a house— Knave of Cbb?- 
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where she will meet with a dark young man, who — 
Eight of Hearts — will entreat her assistance to forward 
his interests with a fair girl — Nine of Diamonds — he 
having met with delays and disappointments — ^Ace of 
Clubs— bat a letter wul arrive annonncinp; the posses- 
sion of money, which will remove all dimonlties." 

The third pack is ''for those who did not expect 
it," and will be composed of four cards, let us say the 
Ten of Hearts, Nine of Clubs, Eight of Spades, and 
Ten of Diamonds, signifying :— 

« The Ten of Hearts — an unexpected piece of good 
fortune and great happiness— Nme of Clubs — caused 
by an unlooked-for lesacy — ^Eight of Spades— which 
joy may perhaps be f olfowed by a slight sickness— Ten 
of Diamonds — the result of a fatiguing journev." 
There now remains on the table only the card intended 
for the "surprise." This, however, must be left un- 
touched, the other cards gathered up, shuffled, cut, 
and affain laid out in three packs, jiot foreettine at the 
first <^1 to add a card to " the surprise. ' After the 
different packs have been duly examined and explained, 
as before described, they must again be gathered up, 
shuffled, etc., indeed, the whole operation repeated, 
after which the three cards forming * 'the surprise " 
are examined ; and supposing them to be the Seven of 
Hearts, the Knave of Ciubs, and the Queen of Spades, 
are to be thus interpreted : — 

" Seven of Hearts — Pleasant thoughts and friendly 
intentions — ^Knave of Clubs — of a dark young man — 
relative to a malicious dark woman, or widow, who 
vill cause him much unhappiness." 

No. 2.— DEALING THE CARDS BY SEVENS. 

After having shuffled the pack of thirty-two selected 
rds — ^which, as we before stated, consist of the Ace, 
ing. Queen, Knave, Ten, Nine, Eight, and Seven of 
,ch suit — either cut them thyself, or, if acting for 
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another person, let that person cut them, taking oare 
to use the l^ hand. Then count seven cards, be- 
ginning vith the one lying on the top of the pack. 
The first six are useless, so pat them aside, and retain 
only the seventh, which is to be placed face upwards 
on the table before you. Bepeat this three times 
more, then shuffle and cut the cards thou hast thrown 
on one side, together with those remaining in thy 
hand, and tell them out in sevens as before, until thou 
hast thus obtained twelve cards. It is, however, in- 
dispensable that the one representing the person whose 
fortune is being told should be among the number ; 
therefore, the whole operation must be recommenced in 
case of it not having made its appearance. The twelve 
cards being now spread out before thee in the order 
in which they have come to hand, thou mayest begin 
to explain them as described in the manner of dealmg 
the cards in tiirees— always bearing in mind both their 
individual and relative si^ufication. Thus, count first 
the cards by sevens, beginning with the one repre- 
senting the person for whom thou art acting, ^oing 
from right to 2^. Then take the two cards at either 
extremity of the line or half circle, and unite them, 
and afterwards form the three heaps or packs and 
" the surprise " precisely as we have oefore described. 
Indeed, tne only difference between the two methods 
is the manner in which the cards are obtained. 

No. 3.— DEALING THE CARDS BY FIFTEENS. 

After having well shuffled and out the cards, or, as 
we have before said, had them cut, deal them but in 
two packs, containing sixteen cards in each. Desire 
the person consulting thee to choose one of them ; lay 
aside the first card, to form "the surprise ;" turn up 
the other fifteen, and range them in a half circle before 
thee, ^oing from left to right, placing them in the order 
in which they come to hand, and taking care to re- 
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mark whether the one representing the peraon fop 
whom thou art acting be among them. IT not, the 
cards must be all gathered up, shuffled, cut, and dealt 
as before, and this must be repeated until the mi^iug 
card makes its appearance in the pack chosen bj the 
person it represents. Now proceed to ezplaio them— 
first, by interpreting the meaning of any pairs, trip- 
lets, or quartettes among them ; then by counting 
them in sevens, going from right to left, and beginmng 
with the card representing the person consultiog thee ; 
and, lastly, by taking the cards at either extremity of 
the line and pairing them. • This being done, gather 
up the fifteen cards, shuffle, cut, and deal them ao aa 
to form three packs of each five cards. From each 
of these three packs withdraw the topmost card, 
and place them on the one laid aside to form '^tbe 
surprise," thus forming four packs of four carda, 
«ach. 

Desire the person for whom thou art acting to chooee 
one of these packs, "for herself " or " himself," aa the 
oase may be. Turn it up, and spread out the fotir 
cards it contains, from left to right, explaming their 
individual and relative signification. Next proceed 
in like manner with the pack on thy left hand, which 
will be " for the house ; " then the third one, * ' for thoae 
who do not expect it ; " and lastly, ** the surprise." 

In order to render our meaning perfectly clear, we 
will give another example. Let us suppose that the 
pack for the person consulting thee is composed of the 
Knave of Hearts, the Ace of Diamonds, the Queen of 
Clubs, and the Eight of Spades reversed. By the aid 
of the list of meanings we have given, it will be ^y 
to interpret them as follows : — 

"The Knave of Hearts is a gay young bachelo 
the Ace of Diamonds — who has written, or wiU v 
soon write, a letter — the Queen of Clubs — to a di 
woman — E^ht of Spades reversed — to make propc 
to her, which will not be accepted." 
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On looking back to the list of significationflj it will 
be found to run thus : — 

Knave o/Hearts-^A gay young bachelor, who thinka 
only of pleasure. 

Ace o/jDiamonds — A letter, soon to be received. 

Queen of Clubs — An affectionate woman, but quick 
tempered and touchy. 

EigJU of Spades — ^If reversed, a marriage broken off^ 
or offer refused. 

It will thus be seen that each card forms, as it were, 
a phrase, from an assemblage of which nothing but & 
little practice is required to form complete scnteacea. 
Of this we will give a further example, by interpreting 
the signification of the three other packs^^^fot thje 
house,^* **for those who do not expect it," mid "tbe 
surprise." The first of these, **for the house," we 
will suppose to consist of the Queen of Ecaii^, th^ 
Knave of Spades rwersed, the Ace of Club$, ^nd tho 
Nine of Diamonds, which reads thus : — 

*'The Queen of Hearts is a fair woman, mild and 
amiable in disposition, who — Knave of Spades re^ 
versed— will be deceived by a dark, ill-bred young 
man— the Ace of Clubs — but she will receive some 
good news, which will console her — ^Nine of Diamonds 
— although it is probable that the news may be du- 
layed." 

The pack "for those who do not expect it," con- 
sisting of the Queen of Diamonds, the King of Spader, 
the Ace of Hearts reversed, and the Seven of Spader, 
would signify : — 

*'The Queen of Diamonds is a mischief-making wo- 
man—the King of Spades — who is in league with a 

iionest lawyer — Ace of Hearts reversed— they will 
d a consultation together — Seven of Spades — but 
harm they will do will soon be repaired." 
■ast comes "the surprise," formed by, wc will sap- 
» , the Knave of Clubs, the Ten of Diamouds, the 
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Qneen of Spadeg, and the Nine of Spades, of which tha 
interpretation is : — 

*' The Knave of Clubs ia a clever, enterprising yowig 
man — ^Ten of Diamonds— about to undertake a journey 
—Queen of Spades — for the purpose of visiting a 
widow — ^Nine of Spades — ^but one or both of their liv«« 
will be endangered. 

No. 4.— THE TWBNTYONB CARDS. 

After having shuffled the thirty-two cards, and cut, 
or had them cut, with the l^ nand, withdraw from 
the pack the first eleven, and lay tiiem on one side. 
The remainder— twenty-one in all— are to be affain 
shuffled and cut. That done, lay the topmost card on 
one side, to form "the surprise, '* and range the re- 
maining twenty before thee, in the order in which they 
come to hand. Then look whether the card repre- 
senting the person consulting thee be among them ; if 
not, one must be withdrawn from the eleven useless 
ones, and placed at the right extremity of the row, 
where it represents the missing card, no matter wh^t 
it may realrjr be. We will, however, suppose that the 
person wishing to make the essay is an officer in the 
army, and, consequently, represented by the King of 
Diamonds, and that the twentv cards ranged before 
thee are the Queen of Diamonds, the King of Clubn, 
the Ten of Hearts, the Ace of Spades, the Queen of 
Hearts reversed, the Seven of Spades, the Knave of 
Diamonds, the Ten of Clubs, the King of Spades, the 
Eight of Diamonds, the King of Hesu^, the Nine of 
Clubs, the Knave of Spades reversed, the Seven of 
Hearts, the Ten of Spades, the Blinff of Diamonds, the 
Ace of Diamonds, the Seven of Qubs, the Nine of 
Hearts, and the Ace of Clubs. 

Thou wilt proceed to examine the cards as they L 
and perceiving that all the four kin^ are there, th 
oanst precUct that great rewards await the person cc 
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suiting thee, and that he will gain great dignitj and 
honour. The two queens, one of them reversed, an- 
nounce the reunion of two sorrowful friends ; the three 
aces foretell good news ; the two knaves, one of them 
reversed, danger ; the three tens, unbroken conducts 

Thou must now begin to explain the cardfi^ com- 
mencing with the first on the left hand, viz., the Queen 
of Diamonds. ** The Queen of Diamonds is a mischief- 
making, under-bred woman — the King of OubB-^ 
endeavouring to win the affections of a worthy and 
estimable man — ^Ten of Hearts — over whose ecru plea 
she will triumph — ^Ace of Spades — ^the affair will make 
some noise — Queen of Hearts reversed — and greatly 
distress a charming fair woman who loves him^SeTeu 
of Spades— but her grief will not be of long duration — 
Knave of Diamonds — ^an unfaithful servant--Ten of 
Clubs—will make away with a considerable aum of 
money — Kine of Spades — and will be brought to trial 
— Eight of Diamonds — but saved from punishmEsnt 
through a woman's a{;ency. King of Hearts — a fair 
man of liberal disposition — ^Nine of Clubs — ^will recetvo 
a large sum. of money — ELnave of Spades reverstd — 
which will expose him to the malice of a dark youth of 
coarse manners. Seven of Hearts — pleasant thought^ 
followed by — ^Ten of Spades— great cha£:rin— KiDt; of 
Diamonds — await a man in uniform, who is the perttn 
iionsvUing me— Ace of Diamonds— but a letter he will 
speedily receive— Seven of Clubs— containing a small 
sum of money— Nine of Hearts— will restore hiB good 
apirits— Ace of Clubs— which will be further augmented 
by some good news." Nowtumup "the surprise, ''which 
we will suppose to prove the Ace of Hearts — " a 
cAxdi that predicts great happiness, caused hy a love- 
tter, but which makins up the four aces, dbowa that 
lis sudden joy will be followed by great misfortune. '* 
Now gather up the cards, shuffle, out, and form into 
ree packs, at the first deal laying one aside to form 
he surprise." By the time they are all dealt out, it 
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will be found that the two first packets are each com- 
posed of seven cards, whilst the third contains only 
six. Desire the person consulting thee to select one of 
these, take it up, and spread out the cards, from l^'t 
to right, explaining them as before described. 

Gather up the cards again, shuffle, cut, form into 
three packs (dealing one curd to the surprise), and 
proceea as before. Repeat the whole operation once 
more ; then take up the three cards forming the sur- 
prise, and then give their interpretation. 

We may remark that no matter how the cards &t« 
dealt, whether by threes, sevens, fifteens, or twenty - 
one, when those lower than the Knave predominate, 
it foretells success ; if Clubs are the most numerous, 
they predict gain, considerable fortune, etc. ; if picture 
cards, dignity and honour; Hearts, gladness, good 
news; Spades, death or sickness. 

These significations are necessarily very vague, and 
must of couTse be governed by the positions of the 
cards. 

THE ITALIAN MBTHOD. 

Take a pack composed of thirty-two sdected cards, 
viz., the Ace, King, Queen, Knave, Ten, Nine, Eighti 
and Seven, of each suit. Shuffle them well, and either 
cut or have them cut for thee, according to whether 
thou art acting for thyself or another person. Turn 
up the cards by threes, and when the triplet is com- 
posed of cards of the same suit, lay it aside ; when of 
three different suits, pass it by without withdrawing 
any of the three ; but when composed of two of one suit 
and one of another, withdraw the highest card of 
the two. When thou hast come to the end of the pac k, 
gather up all the cards except those thou bast wit^ - 
drawn; shuffle, cut, and again turn up by three 
Bepeat this operation until won hast obtained fifte 
cards, which must then be spread out before thee frc 
10 to rigJUf in the order in which they come to lan 
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Care mnut, however, be taken that the card tepra^ 
senting the person marking the e89ay is among them ; 
if not, the whole operation must be recommene^ iiutil 
the desired result is obtained. We will suppose it to 
be some dark lady represented by the Queen of Clnba 
— who is anxious to make the attempt for herself, and 
that the cards are laid out in the following order, from 
left to right: — ^Ten of Diamonds, Queen of Clubs, 
Blight of Hearts, Aoe of Diamonds, Ten of He^irts, 
Seven of Clnbs, King of Spades, Nine of Hearts, Knave 
of Spades, Ace of Clubs, Seven of Soades, T«u of 
Spades, Seven of Diamonds, Ace of Spades, and Knave 
of Hearts. 

On examining them, thou wUt find that there are 
three Aces among them, announcing good news ; but, 
as they are at some distance from each other, that the 
tidings may be some time before they arrive. 

The three Tens denote that the conduct of the pereon 
consulting the cards has not always been Btrictly 
correct. The two Ejiaves are enemies, and the three 
sevens predicts an illness, caused by them. 

Thou must now begior to count ^V6 cards, beginning 
with the Queen of Clnbs, which represents the person 
consulting thee. The fifth card, being the Seven of 
Clubs, signifies that this money will be accompanied 
by some very joyful tidings. iMext comes the Ace of 
Spades, promising complete success to any projects 
undertaken by the person consulting the cards ; ttien 
the Eight of Hearts, followed at the proper interval by 
the King of Spades, showing that the good news will 
excite the malice of a dishonest lawyer. But the 
Seven of Spades coming next, announces that the 
aanoyance he can cause will be of short duration, and 
that a gay, fair, young man — the Knave of Hearts — 
will soon console her for what she has suffered. The 
Ace of Diamonds tells that she will soon receive a letter 
from this fair young man — the Nine of Hearts — an- 
nouncing a great success— Ten of Spades — but thla will 
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be followed by some slight chagrin— Ten of Diamonds 
— caused by a journey — ^Ten of Hearts, bat it will soon 
pass, althoueh — Knave of Spades — a bad, dark yonng 
man will endeavoar— Seven of Diamonds — ^to torn her 
into ridicule. The Queen of Clubs, being representa- 
tive of herself, shows that it is towards her that the 
dark young man's malice will be directed. Now take 
the cards at either extremity of the line, and pair them 
together. The two first being the Knave of Hearts 
and the Ten of Diamonds, thou shalt say: '*A gay 
young bachelor is preparing to take a joumey~Ace of 
Bpades and Queen of Clubs — which will oring him 
to the presence of the lady consulting the cards, and 
<3ause her great ioy. " Seven of Diamonds and Eight of 
Hearts — scandal talked about a fair young eirl. Ten 
of Spades and Ace of Diamonds — tears shed upon 
receipt of a letter. Seven of Spades and Ten of 
Hearts— great joy, minffled with slight sorrow. Seven 
of Clubs and Ace of Clubs — a letter promising money. 
Knave of Spades and King of Snades — ^the winning of 
a lawsuit. The Nine of Hearts being the one card left, 
promises complete success. 

Now gather up the cards, shuffle, cut, and deal them 
out in five packs — one for the lady herself, one for the 
house, one for '* those who do not expect it," one for 
" those who do exj>ect it," and one for '* the surprise, *' 
in the first deal, laying one card aside for *'consolation." 
The rest are then equally distributed among tiie other 
five packs, which will, four of them, contain three 
cards, whilst the last only consists of two. 

We will suppose the first packet for the lady herself 
to be composed of the Ace of Diamonds, the Seven of 
Clubs, and the Ten of Hearts. The interpretation 
would run thus : — 

<< Ace of Diamonds— a letter will be shortly received 
— Seven of Clubs— announcing the arrival of a small 
«um of money — Ten of Hearts — and containing some 
joyful tidings." 
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The second pack, '* for the house," coDtaiuiug the 
King of Spades, the Nine of Hearts, and the Knave of 
Spades i— 

'"The person consulting the cards will receive a 
visit — King of Spades — from a lawyer — Nine of Hearts 
— which will greatly delight — Ejiave of Spades— n 
dark, ill-disposed young man." 

The third pack, *'toT those who do not expect it,^' 
composed of the Ace of Spades, the Knave of Hearts, 
and the Ace of Clubs, would read :— 

**Ace of Spades— pleasure in store for — Knave of 
Hearts — a gay, young bachelor — ^Ace of Clubg — by 
means of money ; but as the Knave of Hearts U plowed 
between two Aces, it is evident that he runs a great 
risk of being imprisoned ; and, from the two oards, 
signifying respectively ' pleasure ' and ' monisy,^ that it 
will be for having run into debt." 

The fourth pack, "for those who do expect it/' con^ 
taining the Eight of Hearts, the Queen of Claba^ and 
the Ten of Diamonds :— 

"The Eight of Hearts — the loye-affair of a fair 
young ffirl will oblige — the Queen of Clubs— the peraon 
consuitmff the cards — Ten of Diamonds— to take a 
journey.' 

The fifth pack, "for the surorise," consieta of the 
Seven of Spades and the Ten of Spades, meaning :— 

"Seven of Spades— slight trouble — Ten of Spades- 
caused by some person's imprisonment — The card of" 
Consolation — Seven of Diamonds^ which will turn out 
to have been a mere report." 

PRESENT, PAST, AND FUTUKE, 

The person wishing to try her fortune in this manner 
(we wul suppose her to be a fair, young peraou, re 
presented by the Eight of Hearts) must well ahnfflc, 
and cut with the left hand, the pack of thirty^two 
-^ards ; after which she must lay aside the topmost and 
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the nndennoBt cards, to f onn the sarprise. There will 
now remain thirty cards, which must be dealt oat in 
three parcels — one to the left, one in the middle, and 
one to the right. 

The left-hand pack represents the Past ; the middle, 
the Present ; and the one on the right hand, the Future. 
She most commence with the "rast," which we will 
suppose to contain these ten cards : The King of Clabs, 
the Ace of Spades, the Knave of Diamonds, the Nine 
of Diamonds, the Aoe of Hearts, the Knave of Hearts, 
the Queen of Hearts, the King of Spades, the Knave 
of Clubs, and the Kins; of Hearts. 

She would remark that picture-cards predominating 
was a favourable sign ; also, that the presence of three 
Kings proved that powerful persons were interesting 
themselves in her affairs. The three Knaves, however, 
warn her to beware of false friends, and the Nine of 
Diamonds predicts some great annoyance, overcome by 
some good and amiable person, represented by the 
Queen of Hearts. The two Aces also give notice of a 
plot. Taking tiie cards in the order they lay, the 
explanation would run thus :— 

'*The King of Clubs — a frank, open-hearted man — 
Ace of Spades— fond of gaiety and pleasure, is disliked 
by— Knave of Diamonds— an unfaithful friend — Nine 
of Diamonds— who seeks to injure him. The Ace of 
Hearts — a love-letter— Knave of Hearts— from a gay 
young bachelor to a fair, amiable woman~4)ueen of 
Hearts— causes — ^King of Spades— a lawyer to endeav- 
our to injure a clev«— Knave of Clubs— enterprising 
young man, who is saved from him by— the King <3 
Hearts— a good and powerful man. Nevertheless, as 
the Knave of Clubs is placed between two similar cards, 
he has run great risk of being imprisoned through the 
machinations of his enemy." 

The second parcel, "The Present," containing the» 
Ten of Diamonds, the Nine of Spades, the ^At of 

>ades, the Queen of Diamonds, the Queen of Clubs,

^e Eight of Hearts, the Seven of Spades, the Ten of 
Spades, Queen of Spades, the Eight of Diamonds, 
signifies : — 

*< The Ten of Diamonds — a voyace or foumey, at 
that moment taking place— Nine of Spadea — caused 
by the death or dangerous illness of some one— Ei^ht 
of Spades — whose state will occasion ^rea,t gtiel — 
Queen of Diamonds — to a fair woman. The Queen of 
Clubs— an affectionate woman seeks to conaole^Et^ht 
of Hearts — a fair young girl, who is the peraon makmg 
the essay — Seven of SpMies — ^who has secret griefs— 
Ten of Spades— causinj^ her many team — Queers of 
Spades — these are occasioned by the conduct of either 
a dark woman or a widow, who — Eight of Diamonds^ 
is her rival." 

The third packet of cards, *<The Future," we will 
suppose to contain the Eiffht of Clubs^ the Ten of 
Clubs, the Seven of Diamonds, the Ten of Eearta, the 
Seven of Clubs, the Nine of Hearts, the Ace of 
Diamonds, the Knave of Spades, the Seven of Hearts, 
the Nine of Clubs, which would read thns:^ 

'* In the first place, the large number of small cards 
foretells success in enterprises, although the presence 
of three Sevens predicts an illness. The Eight of 
Clubs— a dark young girl — ^Ten of Clubs— b about to 
inherit a large fortune — Seven of Diamond a— but her 
satirical disposition will destroy— Ten of flearta— ^atl 
her happiness. Seven of Clubs — a little money, and^^ 
Nine of Hearts — ^much joy — ^Ace of Hearta— will be 
aennonnced to the person making the essay by a letter, 
and — EInave of Spades — a wild young mao— Seven of 
Hearts — ^will be overjoyed at receiving— nine of Clubs 
— some unexpected tidings. The cards of surprise, 
viz.* the King of Diamonds and the Ace of OlubB, pre^ 
diets that a letter will be received from some military 
man, and that it will contain money." 
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TO KNOW IF THOU WILT GET THY WISH. 
Shuffle the cards well, and cut or have them cut 
with the left hand, then deal out thirteen cards. If 
among these is to be found one or more Aces, lay them 
aside. Shuffle and cut the remaining ones, ana again 
deal thirteen; withdraw the Aces as before, and 
again shuffle, cut, and deal. If in these three deals all 
four Aces make their appearance, thou wilt get thy 
wish. If all the Aces come at the first deal, the 
response is in the highest degree favourable. 

THE ENGLISH METHOD OF CONSULTING 
THE CARDS. 

Having described the French and Italian methods of 
consulting the cards, we will proceed to notice the 
manner in which the art of fortune-telling is generally 
practised in this country. Hitherto, only thirty-two 
cards have been made use of, but now the whole pack 
is employed. The significations also slightly differ ; 
therefore we shall first give a complete list of them, 
and then pass on to describe how the cards are to be 
arranged, so as to disclose their mystic meanings. 

Ace of Clubs, — Wealth, happiness, and peace of mind. 

King of Clubs. — A dark man, upright, faithful, and 
affectionate in disposition. 

Queen of Clubs, — A dark woman, gentle and pleasing. 

Knave of Clubs, — A sincere, but hasty friend — also a 
dark man s thoughts. 

Ten of Clubs, — Unexpected riches, and loss of a dear 
friend. 

Nine of Clubs, — Disobedience to friends' wishes. 

Eight of Clubs, — A covetous man — also warns against 
speculations. 

Seven of Clubs, — Promises good fortune and happi- 
ness, but bids a person beware of the opposite sex. 

^fo; of Clubs, — Predicts a lucrative business. 
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Five of dubs, — ^A prudent marriage. 

Four of Glub8,'-AjKaUonB against inconstancy or 
change of object for the sake of money. 

Three of Oluba. — Shows that a person will be more 
than onoe married. 

Two o/Club9.^A disappointment. 

Ace o/DiamondB. — A letter— from whom, and about 
what, is seen by the neighbouring cards. 

King qf Diamonds, — A fair man, hot-tempered, 
obstinate, and revengeful. 

Queen qf Diamondi, — ^A fair woman, fon4 of com- 
panjr» and a coquette. 

Knave qf Dtamonde, — ^A near relation, who con- 
siders only his own interests. Also a fair person's 
thoughts. 

Ten of Diamonds, — Money. 

Nine of Diamonds, — Shows that a person is fond of 
roving. 

Eight of Diamonds, — ^A marriage late in life. 

Seven of Dtamonds,-S&tire, evil speaking. 

Six of Diamonds. — Early marriage and widowhood. 

Five of Diamonds, — Trouble arising from unfaithful 
Sriends. Also a betrayed secret. 

Three of Diamonds, — Quarrels, law - suits, and 
domestic disagreements. 

Two of Diamonds, — An engagement against the 
wishes of friends.

Two of Hearts, — Great success, but equal care and 
ftttention needed to secure it.

Having given -the signification of the various card 
wc will now proceed to describe how they are to " 
employed* 
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After having well shuffled, cut them three times, 
and lay them out in rows of nine cards each. Select 
any King or Queen thou pleasest to represent thyself ; 
and wherever thou findest that card placed, count nine 
cftrds every way, reckoning it as one, and every ninth 
card will prove the prophetic one. Before, however, 
beginning to count, study well the disposition of the 
cards, according to their individual and relative signi^ 
fication. If a married woman consult the cards,, she 
must make her husband the King of the same suit of 
which she is Queen ; but if a single woman, she tn^y 
make any favourite male friend mng of whatever suit 
she pleases.

DouBLB-BLAinc.— To turn this domino is the worsi 
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sign in the whole set, and is only fftvourable to miaers, 
nsorers, gamblers, and unprincipled cheats, and se- 
dnoers. To any heartless, selfish person, the turn of 
this domino foretells good luck ; to all others, disap- 
pointment. To a lover it foretells disappointment and 
sorrow. In business matters it is deciaedlv unfavour- 
able, and is a sign that thy business will decrease.

FORTUNE TBLUNQ WITH DICE. 

Take three dice, shake them weU in the box with 
thy left hand, and then oast them out on a board or 
table, on which thou hast previously drawn a circle with 
chalk ; count the number of spots on the uppermost 
sides of the dice, and look at the signification of the 
numbers, as eiven below.

- fortune-tellers and astrologists. It is said to have 

been a favourite pastime of the first Napoleon, and 

that he always consulted the Sibylline Leaves before 

any new campaign. 

In consulting the Sibylline Leaves to obtain answers 
to the class of questions on page 99, the reader must 
use the key on the page following, in this wise : Write 
three lines on a slate, or piece of paper, the subject of 
which must relate to the question asked ana thine 
own name, to make another, or four lines ; or thou 
canst write down the question itself, dividing the 
words into four lines. After having written these 
four lines, count the letters in ecicA line. If the num- 
ber of letters is odd, put one dot at the end of it ; if it 
is even, put two dots, and so on. After having thus 
counted and dotted the end of each line, thou must 
compare the dots with the column of dots at the head 
of the key, and on finding a column, the dots of which 
agree with thine, pass thy finger down the column to 
the letter which is opposite the number of the question 
to be asked. Having thus found the right letter, torn 
to the same letter in the Leaves, under which thou 
must again match thy column of dots, and there thou 
wilt find the answer to thy question. 

There are various methods to obtain answers to the 
questions thou mayest wish to propound, which will 
suggest themselves to the ingenuity of the reac* 
when he understands the matter fully. Thus, if tfa 
should'st desire an answer to some question not to 
found in the list of questions on page 99, thou mi 
write down thy question and compare it with each on 
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the list until thoa findest the one that corresponds the 
nearest to thine ; then number thine the same as that, 
and proceed from the number to find thy answer. The 
questions in this list are intended merely as leading 
ones to -all similar questions, even if the subject be 
different. To illustrate my meaning : suppose that a 
man had entered into some great speculation, he would 
naturally feel a desire to know how it would turn out. 
He consults the Leaves, but finds no corresponding 
question ; he then writes down as follows : —

When the thoughts of thy mind bend earnestly 
towards thy wishes, mark thou down on any convenient 
tablet, slate, or piece of paper, four unequal line^ of 
diversified points, and abstain from counting them Mil 
the whole is finished, so that the number in ea^h liae 
may be left to the doctrine of Chance. Count now the 
number of points in each of the four lines, and when 
thou hast so done, add them all together, then put 
down the number corresponding to the letter of thy 
proper name, and which thou wilt find in the Mystical 
Table of the numbers of the letters, on page 123. 
Lastly, add the number of the age of the moon^ or the 
number of days the moon is old, when the question is 
asked, which can be seen daily in Raphaera or any 
other Almanac.

WITCHCRAFT. 



To speak of witchcraft and witches ia the present day 
raises a smile of incredulity, and an expression of 
doubt as to the sanity of the person speaking, but, 
nevertheless, the fables and stories are not all false. 
Witchcraft is a posrible fact. We read of it in many 
places in Scriptures, and the punishment to be inflicted 
on those who dealt in this art. Many learned authors 
distinguish between the Black Art and the White Art ; 
the former including sorcery, and the tormenting and 
destruction of others ; and the latter, in the relieving 
of pain, and assuaging the troubles of others. The 
reader may ask, but how is it possible for one person 
to affect another 7 It is quite possible, and is done 
magnetically, for understand, that witches cannot 
act, unless they have something to act u^n. This 
something must belong to, or have been in contact 
■l^th, the person whom they would affect, in order 
that it may contain some of the vital magnetism of 
that person. For instance, the witches wifl wrap up 
images, etc., in a piece of garment, begged from the 
person they would afflict, and having done this, the 
connection is established, for anything which thou hast 
handled or used in any way contains some of thy 
magnetism. Having established this connection (wluch 
some witches do by means of blood drawn from their 
own bodies, as being more potent), the WILL is then 
set to work, and the desired result follows. No witch- 
craft can be accomplished without a strong, continued, 
and peraistent will of thine own ; that is, thou must 
have the desired object continually in thy mind, and 
excite thy mind to a determination to accomplish thy 
purpose. Witchcraft is, therefore, simply one person 
affecting another through the power of wiu, and 
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mftgnetism is the eondticting rod by which the mind 
works ; or, in other words* it is patting homan mag- 
netism to a bad and injarions purpose. Tradition 
tells as that there once existed a race of beings who 
ooald slay their enemies from afar, wxthont swords or 
weapons, simply by the power and exercise of their 
will. It is, therefore, no wonder that any one with a 
stroTig wUl can affect another, when once the magnetic 
link IS established between the two. 
The following pages are copied from a very old work 
.. in my possession. 1 have never had occasion to put 
any of them into practice, so cannot speak for the 
truth of them. 

HOW TO CUBE WITCHCRAFT, AND BREAK 

THE SPELL. 
If any one suspect that they are bewitched, let 
them take some of their own water, and cut son^ie of 
the hair from the nape of the neck, and from the arm- 
pits, and put all together in a saucepan, with nine 
new pins or needles, or nine pieces of broken glass, 
and at twelve at night put the saucepan on the fire,^ 
and let it boil all away, but not so that it runs over 
the side of the saucepan. During this operation, let 
not a word be spoken, or a sentence be uttered, or the 
operation will be in vain. Two persons should bo 
present at the time, and all keyholes and crevices into 
the room should be stopped and plugged. Should 
there be a knock at the door, or a voice heard, as most, 
frequently there is, heed it not, but continue on thy 
work, until the whole of the liquid is exhausted ; then 
go to thy bed, say thy prayers, and rest assured that 
thy work has not been in vain. If thou suspectest 
that any of thy beasts or animals suffer from this 
cursed art, thou shalt take some of their water, and 
hair from off their necks and tails, and proceed in the- 
manner above taught.

power to get out again, or to carry anything away till 
the Sun Rises, and if thou be watchful, then thou 
mayest easily apprehend them before they are able t<» 
depart.

Horse, and hang it up in thy Hen-House, Dove-cot ; 
or, for a Warren, on a Pole, or a Tree, as near as thou 
canst in the middle of the Ckmey-Burrows, and the 
Vermin will either fear to approach, scenting it at a 
distance, or being come near it, will continue snuffins 
and endeavouring to get at it, then you may come and 
destroy them wiUi a Gun, Dogs, Crossbow, or other- 
ways as thou findest most practicable ; instead of a 
Wolf 's-Sidn, thou mayest use a Badger's, if the other 
cannot be had. 

To prevent a Dog barking at thee in the Night-time. 

Thou must take the Skin o£f the Forehead of an 
Hyena, a beast so called^ which may be had at the 
Furrier's shop, boil it in the urine of a young Stone

Now note. That the Malignant Planets are friendly 
to others, and befriended of them again; Sol is 
friendly to Jupiter and Venus; Luna to JupUcTf 
Venus, and Saturn ; Mars is friendly to Venus ; Mer- 
cury is friendly to JupUer, Venus, and Saturn ; Jupi ' 
is friendly to Sol, Luna, Mercury, Venus, and Satw 
Venus is friendly to Sol, Luna, Mars, Mercury, ; 
Jupiter; Saturn in friendly to Jupiter, Sol, and Lui 
nd these are temporising to hinder the maligna 
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of each other ; therefore the Promises considered t 
now as to what thou art to put in Practice for thy 
seonrity. 

Gather Vervine, an herb so called, in the New of the 
Moon, hang it np in the Chimney to dry, then powder 
it, and steep it in the water of Agaus Ccuttts, then dry 
it again, and rednoe it to fine Powder ; these temporise 
with the Planets Venua and Mercury, which are so 
powerful in their influence for theprotection of Travel^ 
lers.

FORTUNE-TELLING BY TEA OR COFFEE 
GROUNDS. 

To Pour oitt the Grounds oe a Tea or Coffee 
Gup. — Pour the grounds of coffee or tea into a white 
cup) shake them well about in it, so that their particles 
may cover the surface of the whole oup ; then reverse 
it into the saucer, that all the superfluous parts may 
be drained, and tiie figures required for fortune-telling 
be formed. 

The person who acts as the fortune-teller must 
always oend his or her thoughts upon him or her 
who is to have their fortune told, and on their rank in 
life and profession, in order to give plausibility to the 
predictions. It is not to be expected that, upon takins 
up the cup, the figures will be accurately represented 
as they are in reahty, but it will be quite sufficient if 
they bear some resemblance to any of the emblems ; 
and' the more fertile the fancy is of the person that 
inspects the cup, the more he or she will discover in 
it. In other respects, every one who takes a pleasure 
in this amusement, must be a judffe under what cir- 
cumstances he or she is to make ^nges in point of 
time— sneaking, just as it suits, in the present) the 
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past, or the fatiire; in the same niannelr, their in- 
genuity ought to direct them when to speak more or 
less pointedly with regard to sex. 

The Roads, or separate lines, indicate ways ; if 
they are covered with clouds, and, consequently, in 
the thick, they are said to be infallible marks, either 
of many great or future reverses. But if they appear 
in the clear and serene, are the surest token of some 
fortunate change near at hand; encompassed with • 
many points or dots, l^ey signify either a gaza of 
money, or long life. 

The Rino signifies marriage ; if a letter is near it» 
it denotes to the person that has their fortune told the 
initial of the name of the party to be married. If the 
ring is in the dear^ it portends happy and lucrative 
friendship; if surrounded with clouds, the contrary. 
But if the rmg appear at the bottom of the cup, it 
forebodes the probseubility of a separation. 

The Leav ov Cloveb is», as well here as in common 
life, a lucky sign. , Its different' poisitipii in the cup 
alone makes ^ne' di^^eren'ce ; because if it be on the 
top it shows, tha)i the good fortune is not far distant ; 
but it is subject to delayi ^ it be' in the middle or at 
the bottom. Should clouds surround it, it shows that 
many disagreeables will attend the good fortunjo; in 
the clear, it prognosticates serene and undisturbed 
happiness. 

The ANOHOB.^The eiinblem 61 hope^ and commerce, 
implies successful business carried on by water and by 
land, if in the bottom of the cup; at the top and in 
the clear parts it denotes inconstancy. 

The Serpent^ always the emblem of falsehood and 
enmity^ is likewise here a general sign of an enemy. 
On the top or in the middle pf the cup. It promise 
the consulting party ths^t by his always acting 
perly, his enemies will not be abile. to. triumph 
him; if in the thick or cloudy part, he must w 
his temper and actions very carefully to prever* " 
troubles. 
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The CovriN — ^the emblem of death — prognosticates 
the same thing here, or at least a long and tedious 
illness, if it be in the thick or turbid. In the clear it 
denotes long life ; if in the thick, at the top of the cup, 
it signifies a considerable estate likely to be made by 
cautious industry. 

Thb Dog, being at all times the emblem of fidelity 
or envy, has also a twofold meaning here. At the 
top, in the clear, it signifies true and faithful friends ; 
if the image be surrounded with clouds and dashes, it 
shows that some whom thou takest for thy friend 
are not to be depended on ; but if the dog be at the 
bottom of the cup, take much care not to excite any 
person to envy or jealousy, or thou wilt have to dread 
the effects of both. 

The Lilt.— If this emblem be at the top, or in the 
middle of the cup, it signifies that the consulting party 
has, or will have, a good spouse ; if it be at the bottom, 
it denotes anger. In the clear, the lily further be- 
tokens a long and happy life ; if clouded, or in the 
thick, it portends trouble and vexations. 

Thb Gross, in general, predicts adversities ; if it be 
at the top, and in the clear, it indicates that the mis- 
fortunes of the party will soon be at an end, or that he 
will, by careful conduct, easily get over them : but ii 
it appear in the middle, or at the bottom of the thick, 
the party must expect many severe trials ; if it appear 
with dots, either in clear or thick, it promises recom- 
pense for sorrow. 

The Clouds. — ^If they be more bright than dark, 
thou mayest expect a good result from thy hopes ; but 
if they are black, thou mayest give it up. Surrounded 
with dots, they imply success in trade, if thou art 
saving, and not too venturesome ; the brighter they 
are, the greater will be thy happiness. 

The Sun is an emblem of the greatest luck and 
happiness, if in the clear ; but in the thick it denotes 
a great deal of illness ; surrounded by dots, or dashes^ 
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it foretells that» without much ciroomspection, an 
alteration will soon take place. 

Ths Moon. — If it appear Id the; clear it denotes 
high honours ; in the dark or thick parts, it impliea 
disappointment and sadness, which will, however, 
pass without great prejudice. But if it be at the 
bottom of the cup, the consulting party may ezpeet, 
by industry and prudent conduct, to be very fortunate. 

Tbh Stab denotes bappiness, if in the clear, and at 
the top of the cup; if douded, or in the thick, it 
signifies long life, though exposed to various trouUes. 
ITdots are about it, it foretells fortune and respect- 
ability. Several dots denote good children ; surrounded 
by dots, it predicts that, without good bringing up, they 
may cause thee grief and vexation. 

Mountains. — ^If it presents only one mountain, it 
indicates the favour of peoi|le of rank ; but several of 
them, especially in the thick, are sigz^-of powerful 
enemies ; in the clear they signify the contrary, or 
viends in high life. 

Thb Lbttbb signifies both pleasant and unpleasant 
news. If this emblem is in the clear part, it denotes 
the s^edy arrival of welcome news ; surrounded with 
dots, it announces the arrival of a remittance of money $ 
but hemmed in by clouds, it forebodes some mslancholy 
or bad tidings, a loss, or some other accident. If it be 
in the clear, and accompanied by a heart, lovers may 
expect a favourable letter ; but in the thick it denot^ 
the contrary. 

This Trek. — One tree only is indicative of good 
health ; a group of trees in the clear part betokens 
misfortunes, but which may be avoided by carefulness 
and industrious habits. Several trees wide apart 
promise that thy wishes will be accomplished ; if t^ ~ 
be encom^sed by dashes, it is a token that 
fortune is in its blossom, and requires only thine 
care and prudence to bri^g it to maturity ; if the 
be accompanied by dots, it is a sign of nches.
